Sa A LABOR QUESTION. — | 

The idea that political reforms have 
in and of themselves a certain value for 
curing social ills is time-honored and 
deep-seated. Half a century ago the Eng- 
lish chartists felt sure that if their pro- 
gram—which was political in character— 
could be won, the cause of the workers 
would be achieved. Many of Its items ha ve 


ing just as urgent demands today, with 
the difference, however, that these now 
concern industrial conditions instead | of 
The decline of faith in the ballot as 
in itself the ‘sufficient means of ‘social 


er period led to a recognition of the negro 
problem as fundamentally an industrial 
one. Decisive expression was given to this 
changed view two evenings ago at the 
national convention of colored women by 
Mrs. Josephine Bruce, widow of B. K. 
Bruce, formerly colored Senator from Mis- 
sissippi. “For the last thirty-five years,” 
said Mrs, Bruce, in a paper, which was 
the feature of the evening, the problem 
of negro suffrage has unfortunately over- 
shadowed the labor question in impor- 
tance. But since the possibility of negro 
political supremacy has become à thing of 
the past the labor question has begun to 
assume due importance.” 
The colored man’s obstacles in indus- 
trial life have arisen from his exaggerated 
confidence in political effort and the un- 
willingness of white men to work by his 
gide—a feeling which has excluded the 
latter from trade unions—but most of all 
from his lack of industrial training. White 
labor, therefore, especially that coming 
from the North, secures the preference, 
while an undue proportion of negroes, often 
with indifferent success, enter professional 
life. | 
Hope, according to Mrs. Bruce, lies in 
that industrial education for the young 
which is already carried on with such evi- 
dent adwantage in many schools in the 
South. By such training the on-coming 
generation will gain that productive effici- 
eney which will constitute its security. 
Perhaps the finest testimony to the wis- 
dom of these views is afforded by the re- 


‘gults of the Normal and Industrial Insti- 


tute at Tuskegee, Ala., of which Mr. Book- 
er T. Washington, its President, says: 
“We have 1,000 students; we give in- 
struction in twenty-six industries, and the 
students have 700 acres of land under cul- 


tivation.” : * 
The permanent ability of the negro even 


to maintain his existing political privileges 
in their integrity must rest ultimately upon 


his. economic efficiency and power. In- 
dustrial training would, therefore, seem 


to be the special object toward which 


his own and his friends’ efforts should 


at present be directed. Mrs. Bruce takes 


a hopeful view of the future. She says 
the schools are pouring out a continual 


stream of negro artisans, and that the 
tendency is in the direction of local cen- 
tra liza tion, enabling those artisans in a 


given community to supply fully the labor 
needed for large and small enterprises. She

A TOUCH OF FOREIGN COLOR. 

The celebration of the feast of the As- 
sumption of the Holy Virgin closed on 
Tuesday night in Barber street, near Canal, 
after three days’ continuance.

Henry Smith Expires from Hydropho- 

bia at the County Hospital—Police 
' Accused of t Refusing Aid. 


Henry Smith, wih Whiting street, at 
the Gousity Hospital yesterday of hydro- 
phobia. Theodore Weise, whose office is in 
the New York Life Building, insists that 
on Tuesday, when he requested assistance 


to the County Hospital, he was denied aid 
of any kind, and told to take his friend 
on the street car. The police officials deny 
this and say they did not refuse to give the 
ck man assistance. 
else says that Smith, who was an old 
riend, came into his office at noon on Tues- 
day, insisted that he had hydrophobia, and 
begged for aid. Presently he became in- 
coherent in his talk, his eyes became blood- 
shot, and symptoms of the disease were 
manifest.. At last he began to rave in a 
delirium. Weise, with the assistance of 
others, kept Smith under control in his 
office till he became more quiet, then went 
for assistance. 

He says he called at the Céntral Police 
Station and asked to have Smith removed 
to the County Hospital, telling the officers 
in charge that the patient had hydropho- 
bia and was in need of medical attendance : 
at once. He declares he was refused as- 
sistarice by the police, who told him to take 
the street car to the hospital, which he did. 
On the car, he says, the queer actions and 
shouting of the sufferer frightened several 
women and they left the car.
